Cardiff, Wales, Oct. 14.— 
More than 200 Welsh coal miners 
are believed to have perished this 
morning in the Universal Colliery 
near here. A terrific explosion 
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of gas shattered the works shart- | 


ly after 6 o’clock when the men 
had gone down the shafts. Five 
hundred were rescue dup to noon 
when fire broke out and_ halted | 
the work of rescue. 

The day shift of 740 men de- 
scended in cages at 5 o’clock. An 
hour afterward a deafening report 
brought the inhabitants in the 
vicinity of the mine running to 
the pit head where they found the 
ventilating and hoisting machin- 
ery at the top of the shaft had 
been blown to atoms by an explo- 
sion of great violence. 

A man who had been working 
60 feet away had been decapitat- 
ed by the force of the blast. 

Rescue parties of miners be- 
longing to the night shift were 


- soon on the scene making pre- 
- parations to enter the mine in an 


endeavor to save their comrades. 
The fiery reputation of the mine 
gave them little hope that any of 
these below could be rescued 
alive. An entrance was forced 
by way of an adjacent shaft. On 
descending the rescuing. parties 
came across several groups of 
men huddled together in portions 
of the mine where the air was still 
good. By noon they had -picked 
up and brought to the surface al- 
together 500. 

The same pit was the scene of 
an explosion 13 years ago when 
120 miners lost their lives. Only

Change of C. P. R. Tracks 
Discussed By City Council 


Informal Conference With Interested Parties Elicits Useful 
Information on Subject Which Will Aid in Drafting 
Agreement for Board of Commissioners. 


In view of the sitting of the board 
of railway commissioners in Idmonton 
on October 81st, an informal meeting of 
the council was held yesterday aftor- 


noon when the plans for the proposed 
change of the G.T.P. tracks from the 
south to the north half of McKenzie 
avenue were laid on the table. H. H. 
Hansard, solicitor for the G.T.P, out- 
lined to the members of council, a de- 
legation from the board of trade and 
others assembled, the effect of the 
change and also the location of the 
tracts necessary to serve the new union 
freight sheds to be used by the C.N.R. 
and the G.T.P, jointly, 

The meeting was animated by a live- 
ly. discussion from property owners 
in the wholesale district who saw in 
the new plans a possibility of the shut~ 
ting out of spur tracks from lanes 6 1-2 
and 6 1-2 in the wholesale district. 

Agreement to be Prepared. 

After hearing the. arguments ad- 
vanced in favor of these spur tracks 
and. the fact that the property owners 
had bought and built expensive .whole- 
sale houses only after having received 


assurance from the council that tho 
property would be served by spur 
tracks, Solicitor Hansard agreed to 


submit to his company the proposal. 
The agreement will be prepared by the 
city solicitor and Mr. Hansard, and 
then forwarded to the head office of the 
company for approval. 

The proposed change in tracks is 
from First to Sixteenth street. The 
north half of McKenzie avenue will be 
used jointly by the G. T. P. and the 
C.N.R..and the new agreement, it is un- 
derstood, will give them the privilege 
of building platforms for the unloading 
of treight at puints along the north half 
of the street. The. present G.T.P. 
freight sheds will in future bo used 
only in a limited way, as the bulk of 
the freight handled will be taken care 
of at the new frelght sheds west of 
Third street.

LOOSE BY POLICE TODAY 


Michelson Proves an Enigma 
to Authorities—Seems to be 
Mentally Deficient — Re- 
manded on Charge of Per- 
jury, 


James McNulty came to his death 


from a gunshot wound received at ihe 
hands of some unknown person. 
rendered by 
Coroner Forin’s jury last night after 
Dr. Forin stated that with all the evid- 
ence that had been produced, there was 
nothing to connect anybody with the 
crime. 

The verdict also contained a clause 
strongly recommending the clearing of 
the reserve between Churchill and Al- 
berta avenues of all brush which was 
declared by Dr. Forin to be a cover for 
vagrants und criminals, 

Waller was released trom custody 
this morning, there not being sufficient 
evidence to warrant his being held. 

It took the jury but the time to write 
its decision on paper to render the 
verdict, 

No witness that took the stand to 
rive testimony relative to the scene 
and suspicious characters seen around 
James MeNulty’s shack in the Hud-

When Mr, O'Connor called *1is atten- 
tion to. his poor memory in connection 
with those days and of their correspan- 
dence with the written statement he 
had given to the police some cays ago, 
Waller became a being of nervous en- 
ergy as he said: 

“t may have said anything to the 
police in the condition I was in when 
they questioned me-after being down 
in that cell room four days... Being in 
that filthy cell drove me crazy, I had 
music in the head; If was sick in the 
head. I wanted to commit suicide, The 
place is so rotten that it Is enough to 
drive any man crazy after being down 
there 4 few days and he is In no con- 
dition to know what he is saying.” 

Waller and Michleson made a strange 
contrast when they stood together fur 
identification by the different witnesses, 
Weller tall, erect, alert of action and 
a certain degree of personai neatness 
about him always handled himself with: 
a military bearing, due no doubt to bis 
training in the Austrian army, 

On the other hand stood Michleson, 
short, stubby build, large head, shabby 
in appearance and. an expressionless 
face that occasionally showed an im- 
becilic smile. It was  Michleson’s 
story to the police that caused Waller's 
arrest and confinement, 

Michleson has proved. himself an 
enizma to the authorities. It is the 
consensus of opinion now that he is 
mentally deficient. His stories haye 
been of the most contradictory natures, 
so much so that yesterday. afternoon 
Captain Simpson executed a warrant 
on hira for perjury and he was remand - 
ed for trial next Monday on that 
charge which is liable to send him-to 
prison for 14 years. When told of that 
fact he merely said with a simple smile 
“Oh, Gee.” 

Michleson may bermiore intelligent 
than he {Is credited with being and may 
be playing possum. Or it may be noth- 
ing more than the cunning displayed b; 
some feeble-1\inded people of a crim~- 
inal tendency, A. cunning that prompt- 
ed him to throw the point of suspicion 
on another man, if he is the one guilty 
of the murder of Jnmes McNulty, 

If Michleson ‘is not guilty, it is a 
strange matter of fact that he knows 
considerable about the case, particu- 
larly of the gun case and reyolter and 
the tin box found near the MeNulty 
shack end which he identified as be- 
longing to the myster lous “Joe” that he 
spoke about.

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THE MOVIES’ POSSIBILITIES 
AS A MORAL REFORMER. 

The moving picture film has come lo stay and, according to the 
verdict of the supreme court, to flitter its scenes upon the curtain on 
Sundays as well as other days. 

Like many another of the good things of life, the moving pic: 
ture is capable of abuse, but viciousness in the picture film comes only 
with the demand for the vicious. As an educative influence the moy- 
ing picture has potentialities inherent to ihe same extent in no other 
invention of modern times. The moral it-teaches can be made as 
obvious as in the most eloquent sermon ever preached and the illus- 
tration much more realistic.. There is no copyright upon the in- 
fluence for good. The moving picture show is quite as free to exert 
its tendency in that direction as any organized institution for the pur- 
pose. The opposition, therefore, of those who would prohibit the 
Sunday pictures must have been too promiscuous in its intent when 
it proposed to stop the Sunday movies without reference to the nature 
of the pictures. The moral reform organization would have been 
much better directed had it undertaken to operate in conjunction with 
ihe movie managers toward the inculeation on Sunday and every 
athersday, of moral purpose to which they are devoted. Possibly 
some such thoughi occurred to the court:

The reason why the street railway departmenr is not prepared to 
increase the wages of the street railway men by the 2% cents an hour 
demanded is, according to the mayor, because the street railway is 
not paying. 

The street railway returns show that the receipis per car mile, 
36 cents, are the highest in Canada and that the wages are normal, 
the only explanation, under the circumstances, for « deficit being that 
the management is bad, 

Before the mayor puts it up to the street railway employees to 
make the street railway pay he should first hand them over the man- 
agement so that they can dock the salaries of those responsible for 
the fact that the street railway loses money; namely, the mayor and 
commissioners. If wages are to be based upon the success or failure 
of the enterprize the management end of the street railways owes the 
system the amount of the deficit, plus the salaries paid them.

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Proposed Amendments to 
Corporation Taxation Act 


Will Protect Smaller Corporations and Raise Alberta Taxes. 
to Level of Those Collected in British Columbia, 


_ Saskatchewan 


The proposed amendments to the 
Corporation Taxation Act will, if 
enacted, pratect the smaller corpor- 
ations and raise the’ Alberta taxes to 
nan equality with those in British Co- 
lumbia, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
Hitherto, corporation taxes have been 
much lower in this province than else- 
where in Western Canada, é 

The first amendment makes a clear- 
er distinction between ‘“loan' compan- 
fes and “land” companies. 

Sub-sections (a) and (b) of section 
(3) are repealed and new clauses ad- 
ded increasing the taxation on banks. 
The proposed amendment taxes every 
head office of a bank in, Alberta $1,- 
000, And each branch $125. Under the 
present act the head office paid $400 
and $250, not exceeding four in num- 
ber, and over four and up to 10 in 
number, $100 each, 
operating in Alberta, haying a total of 
215 branches In the province, and the 
revenue received from this source this 
year amounted to $23,100. Under the 
proposed amendment the revenue will 
Amount to $60,125, an increased reve- 
nue of $27,025. 

Tax Insurance Companies. 

Sub-section (da), paragraph (1) 
section (3) is amended. 
present act, insurance companies are 
required to pay, where the premiums 
of insurance are less than $20,C00, cne- 
half of one per cent. on monies invest- 
ed in the province, amounting to $100,- 
000 or more. The proposed amendment 
requires all insurance companies. to 
pay a tax of one-fourth of one — per 
cent. on the’ gross income, where com- 
panies have invested in the province 
more than $50,000, irrespective of the 
amount of premiums received. The 
total income of insurance companies 
{n Alberta for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31st, 1912, amounted to $626,955, 
and the tax received from this source 
will amount to $1567.40. The new 
legislation Is the same as in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. In British Colum- 
bla the tax is one per cent. on the 
gross income. 

Tax On Loan Companies. 

Under sub-section (FZ) of Section 
(3). is amended. Loan companies un- 
der the new amendment will pay a tax 
of one per cent. on the gross income, 
together with a minimum tax of $25 
when the paid-up capital of the com- 
~ pany is less than $50,000; and $50 when 
» the pafd-up capital is $50,000 or more, 
but less than $100,000; and $100.00 
when the paid-up capital is $100,000 or 
more.

Under the proposed amendment land 
companies pay 40 cents for every $1000 
of money invested in the province, in- 
cluding money invested in the purchase

;}maining unpaid at the end of the pre- 
; ceding calendar year on any sales of 
j such land, together with a minimum 
‘tax of $25.00 when the paid-up capital 
of the company is less than $69,000; 
$50.00 when the paid-up capital of the 
company is $60,000 or more but less 
than $100,000 and $100.00 when — the 
paid-up capital is $100,009 or more. 
This deals in a more equitable manner 
with land companies with a smaller 
capitalization. Under the present act 
‘the tax is $50,00 where the unpaid pur- 
chase price-of lands sold is $50,000 or 
‘less, and where the unpaid purchase 
'price is over this amount the tax is 
$50.00, plus $76.00 for every additional 
$100,000 or fraction of paid-up capital. 
The tax under the proposed amend- 
}ment will be much greater than under 
the present act. This legislation is 
the same as prevails in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, In British Columbia

Tax on Trust Companies.

pealed—Now trust companies pay a

earnings of any trusSt company = are 
$25,000 or over such company shall 
| pay a further sum of $500.00 per an- 
num. 
Then, too, there is provided a mini- 
mum tax of $59.00 for trust companies 
whose authorized capital is $100,000 o1 
less, and $100.00 where the authorized 
capital is over $100,000, 

The proposed tax is a minimum of 
3100.00 where the paid-up capital o! 
the company is $100,000 or less, and 
$175.00, if the paid-up capital exceeds 
$100,000, together with a tax of one 
per cent. on the gross income. The 
proposed legislation will increase the 
revenue from this source, 

The proposed legislation ts practical- 
ly the same as Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan. In British Columbia the tax 
is one per cent. on the investments of 
these companies. 


Telegraphs and Express 


Under the existing law telegraph 
and express companies have paid of- 
fice taxes. Under the proposed am- 
endment those companies will be re- 
quired to pay a tax of one per cent, 
on their gross: receipts-in Alberta, 
which will materially increase the gov-

OF US. WARSHIPS 


Huerta Endeavors to Secure 
Withdrawal of Ships from 
Vera Cruz, 


Vera Cruz, Oct. 14—The continued 
presence of warships at Vera Cruz is 
creating fresh opposition at the capital. 
General Huerta's chief of staff, Colonel 
Garral, returned to Mexico City yes- 
terday after having failed to secure at 
the American consulate a promise that 
thelr withdrawal would be considered.

London, Oct, 14—The franchise for 
women was warmly supported at the 
eighteenth annual convention of the 
Dominion Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Unton, which opened here yester- 
day, The suggestive ‘and immodest 
Gress of present day women was also 
criticized. Mayor Graham, with the 
city council, tendered the delegates, 
who are present from all over Canada, 
a reception in the Normal school in 
the evening. 

Reports were presented by delegates 
from the different provinces, showing 
very creditable progress along the 
lines of temperance and moral reform 
work during the last year. The work 
of the suppression of the liquor traf- 
fic, and its kindred yices was shown to 
be gaining ground rapidly.

London, Oct, 14—On the several 
features in the general situation here, 
not the least ts the paritlaf ailure of 
the Indian monsoon.

{ne in Northern India and particular- 
ly in the United Provinces cannot be 
avoided. 

This will crate a serious problem for 
the Indian goyernment and rellef mea- 
sures may haye to bo financed in 
London. 

The last really serious famine which 
India has experienced, occurred in 
1877, in 1898 and 1900. The first fam- 
ine cost the Indian government over 
£5.,000,000; the second £10,000,000, 
and the third rather less, but in spite 
of the extensive relief work carried on, 
the mortallty among the natives was 
enormous and trade was badly hurt.

Will Help Struggling Schools 


Established School Districts Will Receive Practically Same 
Grants as Previously, but New Rural Schools Will 


Get Increase for 


* The subject matter of the resolution 
moved by Hon. John R. Boyle in the 
Alberta legislature yesterday dis of 
vital Interest to every parent in rural 
Alberta. In brief, the primary object 
of the resolution is to help struggling 
school districts and enable them to get 
on their feet. The grants to new rural 
school districts will be increased for 
the first five years. Established dis- 
tricts will receive practically the same 
as before, with additional grants to 
encourage the teaching of agriculture. 
The grants for villages and small 
towns will not be reduced, but a re- 
duction will be made in large towns 
and cities and grants will be made to 
encourage technical education. The 
full text of the resolution follows: 
Resolved, That in ald of schools or- 
ganized and conducted under the pro- 
visions of the school ordinance and 


be paid out of any legislative appro- 
priation made for that purpose: 

1. To rurai districts: 

(a) To each district the sum of $1.10 
per day for each legally authorized 
teuching day during which the school 
is kept open; 

(b) An additional sum of 40 cents 
per day-for each legally authorized 
teaching day during which the school 
is kept open in the year of the organ- 
ization of the school district and the 
four. succeeding years; 

(ce) A special grant for the encour- 
agement of the teaching of agriculture 
and school gardening to be fixed and 
apportioned in accordance with regu- 
lations as approved by the Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-council. 

2. To village and town districts: 

(a) To a district in which the num- 
ber of teachers employed does not ex- 
ceed 12 the sum of $1.00 for each 
day the school is kept open. 

(b) To a district in which the num- 
ber of teachers employed js between 
13 and 40 inclusive the sum of 75c 
for each day the school is kept open;
